REQUEST FOR RECONSIDERATION/OTHER 

11. The request for reconsideration has been considered but does NOT place the application in condition for allowance because: 
The applicant essentially asserts that there is no motivation to combined Case and Bloy. In response to applicant's argument 
that there is no suggestion to combine the references, the examiner recognizes that obviousness can only be established by 
combining or modifying the teachings of the prior art to produce the claimed invention where there is some teaching, suggestion, 
or motivation to do so found either in the references themselves or in the knowledge generally available to one of ordinary skill in 
the art. See In re Fine, 837 F.2d 1071, 5 USPQ2d 1596 (Fed. Cir. 1988)and In re Jones, 958 F.2d 347, 21 USPQ2d 1941 (Fed. 
Cir. 1992). In this case, Bloy teaches adding out-of-band harmonics. Case discloses adding in-band harmonics to a signal only 
at frequencies within the lower bandwidth of a hearing impaired user. Therefore the two cannot be combined. While Case 
does teach what is noted above, column 5, lines 50-55 go on to say that adding harmonics to the signal improves Sound quality 
and clarity especially for voice sounds. Bloy's benefit of adding out-of-band harmonics is to restore voice character and increase 
intelligibility (Bloy, column 4, lines 39-44). Therefore, the examiner asserts that there is motivation to combined and is 
maintaining the rejection. 

Regarding the applicant's assertions that adding out-of-band harmonics to an audio signal is not a known technique for improving signal 
quality, as it is not disclosed in the prior art. The examiner disagrees. Bloy's benefit of out -of-band harmonics is to restore 
voice character and increase intelligibility (Bloy. column 4. lines 39-44). This clearly teaches that out-of-band harmonics can 
improve signal quality. The examiner is maintaining the rejection- 
Case teaches of adding harmonics to a signal. The prior art, as evidenced by Case, has recognized the benefits of adding harmonics to 
a signal. The examiner is maintaining that it would have been obvious to try adding out-of-band harmonics to a signal with a 
reasonable expectation of success in order to restore voice character and increase intelligibility (Bloy, column 4, lines 39-44).
